greſs in natural and moral philoſophy. His 
friendſhip and acquaintance was cemented 
with young gentlemen of parts and learn 
ing; and he was honoured. and eſteemed, 
not only by thoſe of his own age, but by 
thoſe whom riper years had taught to ſingle 
him out as one whoſe more than ordinary 
talents and qualifications were ſuperior to 
thoſe of moſt other men, though at that 
time but twenty-two. years of age.

Mr. Hin, on W dcbere death, e 
poſſeſſed of an ample fortune; and that he 
might, with more eaſe, proſecute his ſtu- 
dies, had chambers in Greſham-College, 
where he had an opportunity of converſ- 
ing with learned men, and of perfecting 


himſelf in natural philoſophy, a branch of 


knowledge he prized above all others, 
yet not ſo much as to neglect that of hi- 
ſtory and antiquity, as his excellent library 
of books, and moſt valuable collection of 
coins; which he left behind him, ſuffici- 
ny ſhew us.

He purchaſed, in 
the year 1665, the extenſive manor and 
lordſhip of St. John's in Sutton, at Hone, 
in the county of Kent, once the poſſeſ- 
fions and reſidence of the Knights Hoſpi- 
tallers of St. John of Jeruſalem, an eſtate 
of no inconſiderable account, either for its 
ſize, or the rank its antient poſſeſſors held 
in life +. As ſoon as Mr. Hill became

yet he had ſeen the bad effects of the 


former, and the confuſion and deſtruction 


they had brought on this country; and 


therefore, though he had much of the re- 
publican ſyſtem rooted in him, yet he was 
convinced that a monarchical government 


was the only ſtate that could bring hap- 


pineſs to this kingdom, ſo long as the 


firergth and beauty, had been made the dwelling - houſe. It 
ſtands on the banks of the river Darent, which here dividing 
itſelf, waſhes the eaſt and weſt ſides of the garden. The fruit- 

ful hills form an amphitheatre around it to the diſtance of 
ſome miles, and make the moſt beautiful proſpect to be 
imagined, eſpecially when the eye hath glanced over a 
large intermediate plain of rich and fertile meadows, 
which join the garden, whoſe verdure, oppoſed to the 
golden harveſt of the hills, makes a moſt beautiful and 
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prerogative. was curbed and reſtrained with- 
in the ſevereſt bounds ; and the liberties 
of the ſubject kept ſacred and inviolate. 
Under ſuch principles as theſe, it is no 
wonder that a man, though of Mr. Hill's 
ſuperior abilities, whoſe thoughts of go- 
vernment were founded on the ſolid baſis 
of reaſon, by long ex perience, and in the 
ſtricteſt honour, ſuperior to every conſi- 
deration of ſelf-intereſt, ſhould remain un- 
noticed during the long reign of king 
„Charles II. and the ſhort one of his bro- 
ther and ſucceſſor king James. But on 
the advancement of king William to the 
crown of theſe realms, Mr. Hill's maxims 
of politics became the mode of thoſe 
times; and theſe being well known in ge- 
neral, together with his family connexions, 
this prince was induced to call him from his 
retirement to fill a place, at that time of 
no ſmall conſequence to the nation, at the 
Board of Trade. Here he engaged to aſ- 
faſt his colleagues to the utmoſt of his 
abilities, which he always did with his 
accuſtomed modeſty, and a deference due 
to thoſe of ſuperior title and quality; and 

the 
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| the editor has many of their letters, eſpe- 
cially from the earl of Stamford, and lord 
Lexin gton, which ſhew the reliance they 
"ki on his judgment and extenſive know- 
ledge in this branch of government. At this 
board Mr. Hill continued till the king's 
death, with much applauſe, and to the 
ſatisfaction not only of the king, but of the 
public in general. At the Board of Trade 
he became intimately acquainted with Mr. 
George Stepney, Mr. Blathwayt, and Mr. 
Locke, men of diſtinguiſhed partsandlearn- 
. ing. ' 


On Dr. Tillotſon's being promoted to 
the ſee of Canterbury, in the year 1691, 
he importuned Mr. Hill to take on him 
the office of his comptroller, which he ac- 
cordingly accepted of, and enjoyed it, to- 
gether with the honor of that prelate's 
confidence, to the time of his death ; the 
archbiſhop often expreſſing the pleaſure he 
wok in Mr. Hill's converſation, and would 
frequently term him, his learned friend, 

and his inſtructing philoſopher.

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Mr. Hill had ſome years before con- 
tracted an intimacy with Sir Joſeph Wil- 
liamſon, a gentleman whoſe great ex- 
perience and integrity in public affairs, 
had raiſed him from a private ſtation and 
fortune, to fill employments in the ſtate, 
of the greateſt honor and conſequenee, - Sir 
Joſeph had ſeated himſelf in Kent“, in 
the neighbourhood of Sutton, which gave 
a frequent opportunity to theſe two friends, 
more ſtrongly to cement that regard they 
had for each other, which continued un- 
interrupted to the time of Mr. tl's 
death. 


On the acceſſion of queen Anne to the 
crown, the political world began once more 
to change its countenance ; and thoſe who 
had borne the greateſt ſhare in the late 
king's confidence and eſteem, and whoſe 
principles had been thought worthy of no- 
tice and regard by him, were now looked 
coolly on, or totally neglected, and their 


Sir Joſeph Williamſon, in 1695, purchaſed the large 
eſtate and extenfive demeans of the duke of Richmond, in 
Kent, with the magnificent ſeat of Cobham-Hall, about 
tea miles from Sutton, where he reſided from that time.

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characters marked as dangerous to the ſtate. 
Mr. Hill foreſeeing this, and diſdaining the 
ingratitude and levity of the times, and 
being now near ſeventy years of age, he 
retired from all public employment to his 
ſeat at St. John's, to enjoy the remainder 
of his days in a quiet and eaſy retirement. 


Yet here he followed his experiments, 
in his favorite ſtudy of natural philoſophy, 
and in the converſation of a few ſelect 
friends. But he was at this time moſt 
happy in the acquiſition of a friend; ſuch 
a one, whoſe many rare endowments of 
mind are ſeldom met with in one perſon.

» Mr, Edmund Barrel was deſcended of a good family, 
who had for ſome time ſeated themſelves at Rocheſter, and 
was the third ſon of Francis Barrel, eſq. ſerjeant at law, 
recorder, and repreſentative in parliament for that city.

whole fleet, they being ſomiething to lee- 
ward of us: we tacked and ſtood after 
them, but there being very much wind 
and rain, nothing could be done all that 
day. About five o'clock in the evening, 
they being to the northward of us, joined 
with 28 ſail of men of war more from the 
Texel. On the 3 Iſt it proving fair, about 
four o'clock the Dutch tacked and ſtood 
with us; ſo we joined battle, and made a 
general engagement quite through them. 
In the midſt of the ſmoak the Dutch ſet 
fire to their fire -ſnips; but by great pro-—- 
vidence they burnt but one of our ſhips 
called the Oak, a Flemiſh bottom. We 
once more made a charge through them, 
whereby we ſunk and diſabled ten of their 
men of war, of which the Garland was 
one; they had made a very gallant ſhip of 
ber, and had put 30 braſs guns on her 
decks. When our whole fleet was through, 
we tacked, and ſo did the Flemings, but 
they kept aloof, and durſt not run through 
any more; they tacked four times with 

| us, 
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us, ſtill keeping the wind; and every time 
they paſſed loſing ſome of their ſhips. 
About ſive in the afternoon they run for it, 
we following the chaſe till nine o'clock. 
About the ſhutting in of the evening 
Tromp loſt his main top- maſt; and by the 
help of the night, which was very windy 
at ſouth-weſt, got away. We did not 
dare ſtand into the ſhore after him for fear 
the wind ſhould ſhift ; for when we left off 
the chaſe we had but eight fathoms, and 
ſaw the land very plain, being near the Brill. 
When Tromp bore away, I could not 
count more than ſeventy ſail of his whole 
fleet that we had left him. All the ſhips 
we diſabled, and ſet a ſmall veſſel on fire; 
ſo that we have not ſaved a ſhip of them. 
At the ſhutting in of the evening we ſunk 
-Fromp's vice admiral, which was very near 
him, but ſaved moſt of the men. Of all 
our fleet I cannot hear there is any loſt, ex- 
cepting the Oak aforementioned, and the 


Hunter fire-ſhip. We have loſt (I mean 


our ſhip) only one man killed and eight 


wounded, The ſhip is very much torn; 


three great ſhot under water, which we 
can't 


ee 
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can't very well come at to ſtop;. but 
have made ſo good ſhift, that we keep 
| her without the chain pump. We are 
now running for Solebay with the whole 
fleet, where it muſt be reſolved what we 
are to do; for moſt; of our ammunition is 
ſpent, and the ſails and rigging of the 
whole fleet much diſabled. As to the 
number of men loſt in the whole I can give 
you no perfect account; I believe the moſt 
is not above 2 50. Theirs is very great, 
for many of their ſhips were ſunk, and 
not one man ſaved out of them. I judge 
the number of our priſoners to be 
a thouſand. This is every particular l 
give you of our engagement; and 1 have 
ventured to ſend it you, that you may par- 
ticipate of our joy, as I have no doubt y you 
and eyery one will, on hearing ſuch, good 
ſucceſs againſt ſo inveterate and powerful 
an enemy. I ſhall here _ conclude, with 
Le you how much I am, Kc.

I am now ſituated much 
pleaſanter than at Meſſina ; and I can now 
ſay I enjoy ſomething more than- the bare 
name of Italy. You aſk for news, ſuch as 
I know you ſhall have; but i it is ſuch, as, 
from the inſignificancy of it, will hardly 
be worth your reading. A night or two 
07 a boat full of Flemmings put on ſhore 

in this port; they eſcaped flayery by an in- 
genious thought: for meeting at ſea with 
the vice-admiral of Tripoly, and finding 


themſelves too weak to reſiſt, firſt laid 
7 their 
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their. plot, and then betook themſelves to 
their boat. The Turks immediately 
| boarded, the deſerted ſhip, which inſtant- 
ly blew up, | deſtroying upwards of one 
hundred Turks; the reſt ſaved themſelves 
by ſwimming to the Calabrian ſhore; and 
we every day expect they will be ſent on 
board the king's galleys: the Turks con- 
ſort has taken ſeveral veſſels ſince. There 
has happened at Rome an uncommon af- 
fair, upon a tavern quarrel between ſome 
Corgi, (of which the pope has three hun- 
dred in his pay) and the ſervants of the 
French Ambaſſador: the former went armed 
to the Ambaſſador's. palace, where they 
killed - ſeveral of his ſervants, ſhot! at his 
perſon, and afterwards at his Lady's coach. 
This was highly reſented, not only by his 
Excellency but by the other Ambaſſadors 
_ reſident there; and they were in great fear, 
leaſt it might occaſion much diſturbance, 

as the fact was ſupported by ſome in great 
authority.

four or five thouſand ſoldiers are beſides 
going hence, and it is ſaid as many from 
Milan.

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ITHERTO I have had a very good 

journey, not having met with an 
hour's rain between London and this place. 
Whilſt I was in France, eſpecially at Pa- 
ris, I was much out of order, which pre- 
vented my obſerving thoſe curioſities moſt 
eſteemed and viſited by travellers. In our 
way to Lyons, we lay at Troies in Cham- 
pagne, and ſtaid a pretty while at Dijon and 
Beaulne, three towns remarkable for the 
goodneſs of their wines. All the talk at 
Lyons was, of the great preſents the King 
makes to Madam la Valiere; what a charge 

he 
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he has given to her brother, in the com- 
mand of the dauphin's life-guard; What a 

match he has procured him, and how 
much in the laſt expedition into Lorrain, 
Nr. Ia Valiere exceeded all the heau-mande 
in his equipage. I ſhauld deſcribe to vou 
what embelliſhments this town has recciv- 
ed within theſe two years, and particularly 
the dial,, which indeed ſhews many tricks, 
| if I were not certain they would exceed 
the. bounds of a letter. Hence we fell 
down the Rhone, and made all convenient 
haſte to Italy, From · Marſeilles to Li- 
vorno, we had no very good journey, for 
having hired a felucca, we were forced 
by the foulneſs of the weather into Soſtri 
Levante, and forced to travel the reſt of 
che way on mules aud horſes. At Livorno, 
gaiety reigned, as molt of the Genoeſe qua- 
lity were come there to recreate themſelves, 
particularly the Doria's, 8 pinola's, and 
Durazza's of both ſexes, and he who was 
the Genoeſe ambaſſador in Cromwel's time. 
I bought Baliani's works at Genoa; he is 
an old man, who has been five times ſe- 
nator. We heard there, that the duke of

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Savoy is at war with thoſe of the Ts 
of Lacerne, and that they hack had mA 
advantage of him: that the duke of Flo- 
rence has ſent” back all the French, that 
waited upon the prince's wife, pretending 
they were too licentious.

At Piſa 1 viſited 
Boſelley, and bought his works of him, 
for he alone ſells them there. He ſays, | 
he has wrote, beſides what- you” know, 
a treatiſe, De fretre nalgna. His Eutlides 
reflitutus, as much' as contains the firſt 
fix books of Euclid, is tranflated into Ita- 
lian, by one of his ſcholars, and is ſtiled 
Euclide renovata. He told me; he had 
in the preſs at Bologna, a treatife De nora 
muſculorum, tather mechanical thatiphyſical/ 
wherein we might expect many things new. 
and curious. Heenquired mich after our 
friends, particularly the biſhop: of 'Pxon, 
Mr. Boyle, Dr. Wallis, and ſome others | 
of your acquaintance. Since T came to 
Rome, I have more than once viſited 5 
Kircher, and ſeen his tradeſcant's ſhop; but 
he i is 0 continually accompanied with his

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admiring countrymen, that 1 . not 
yet had any competent time of diſcourſe 
with him. He has lately printed here a 
book, which, if we may believe him, ig 
very curious; it is ſomething like the uni- 
verſal character; it pretends to teach one of 
an indifferent capacity, in a ſmall time, to 
underſtand all languages, and to make 
himſelf underſtood to all. He intends to 
ſend it ſpeedily to England te Sir Robert 
Moray; in his fine mieroſcope are ſhewn 
the worms in milk, and upon ſage leaves, 
c. Sir John Fineh and Dr. Baynes, 
(whoſe reputations are | very; great. here} | 
ere juſt returned from Naples, and viewing 
its natural ourioſities they killed dogs, 
cats, &c. with thoſe ſteams, and aſter- 
werds diſſehted ihem.

The man told them, 
he heard one of them ruſtle; that account, 
and the bringing back with them ſome of 
the exuvia of the ſerpents, which they 
found near the grotto, was the only fruit 
of their labours. They are not, however, 
diſmayed, but interid in the ſpring, which 
is reported the indubitable time of theit 
coming out, to try if they cannot meet 
with better ſucceſs. ' But, to give you my 

ſentiments, ſuppoſing the matter true, I 
believe the licking of the ſerpents conduce 
nothing to the cure, and that it is wholly

invited all the Engliſh in Rome to dinner. 
Cardinal Barberini ſaid maſs, ſeveral of the 
chief eunuehs ſung, and the church was 
gaily dreſſed up. During dinner, was read 
the life of St. Thomas. There were 
about thirty gueſts, and as many ſtudents, 
ſome of whom are maintained by the col- 
lege, and are obliged to be prieſts ; thoſe 
who maintain themſelves are under no 
ſuch obligation. The rector is a Jeſuit, 
and changed every year. We ſtand amaz- 
ed here, to know what the French in- 
tend; his Holineſs enliſts men without the 
noiſe of drums, and tis now reported, he 
intends 
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intends to remove to Bologne, that he may 
be near the place of action. He has juſt 
made a creation of ſix new cardinals, all 
of the Spaniſh faction; their names are

to his Holineſs; M. Bonelh, a Roman 
nuncio in Spain; M. Piccolamini, of Si- | 
enna, late nuncio in France; M. Curuſfa, 
the nuncio in Germany; M. Cel (here 
pronounced Chelſy) auditor de la Rota; 
and laſtly, M. Savelli, brother of prince 
Savelli, one of the beſt and moſt antient fa- 
milies in Rome; no Engliſh or Scotch car- 
dinals, as the Fanatics in England talk of.

the amazement of her own company, and 
the no ſmall grief of our friend. 


In the morning we renewed our journey, 
and ſoon reach'd Florence, our deſtined 
port; our firſt deſire was to make enquiry 
after any of our countrymen there; amongſt 
others we ſaw Mr. Kent, and Mr. Cour- 
teene, but his health ſomewhat indiſppſed. 
A week we ſpent i in ſurveying the rarities of 
this place; and, as I am informed, they 
are the. greateſt curioſities in the world;

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a pigeon (the door being open) flies into 
the room, and, fluttering about ſome time, 


put out the lamp, and ſettled on the bed's 


head, where, for moſt part of the night, 
it kept a melancholly and ſomewhat inde- 
cent noiſe, to the infringment of my re- 
poſe ; for 1, not fo valiant as that fierce 
dove, durſt not extend my hand to lay afide 
my book, nor leave my bed, and it was 

ſome hours ere I had my Quietus. In the 
morning I would have concealed my ap- 
prehenſions; but, like the fox the Spartan 
boy had ſtolen, they revealed themſelves 
by my colour. The reſt of our time, till 
our return, was filled up with ſuch trifles 
as theſe, which I won't dare ſend you, as 
I am ſure the above is more than ſufficient 
to tire you: Pray name me moſt affec- 
tionately to all my good friends.

LETTERS as 
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I ſhort Ray here will afford you but 
1 ſmall entertainment; I may fay 
none, as it muſt be not what I have ſeen, 
but what I bave heard. This letter will 
be little more than to tell you how much I 
am obliged to you for your laſt kind re- 
membrance of me. This place is crouded 
with ſtrangers, who, on the queen of 
Sweden's approaching Rome, flock thither 
in crouds, to ſee that magnificent enter- 
tainment for her, which they ſay will be 
the moſt tranſcendantly fine of any hitherto 
made. She has already in her way, in a 
public manner renounced her religion,--- 
embracing the catholic; and the ſtory is, 
that about two years fince, ſhe wrote to the 
king of Spainto ſend her ſome able religious 


man,

man, who might inſtruct her; which he 
communicated to the Pope, and a Domini- 
can was appointed, who, in a ſecular habit, 
under pretence of teaching her Spaniſh, 
taught her a language more beneficial to 
himſelf. This ſecret was then only known, 
to the king of Spain, the then Pope, and 
his Secretary, who is now Pope. This | 
exaſperates the Jeſuits, who entered this 
ſcene but lately, yet pretendedto thehonout ( 
of this new and royal converſion. We 

heard from Florence on the 4th of Febru- 

ary, that the Sunday before, Mr. Cor- 

teene departed this life. He was a deſerv- 

ing gentleman, and on that account (had it 

| ſeemed good to the Eternal Providence) 

merited to have reſted in the lap of that tem- 

poral felicity he was born in; and probably 

the benighting of his fortunes ſhorten'd his 

life.---In the height of his diſtemper, he 

was uncivilly and rudely treated by the 

prieſts and thoſe at the Inquiſition, who 

flocked to him in great numbers, and for 

forty-eight hours (excluding all his friends) 
barbarouſly and inceſſantly oppreſſed him | 
with their: importunities, and when they ce

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left him, rumoured him a catholic all over 
Florence; but he lived long enough (and 
but juſt 74 long) after, to falſify their re- 
port, and give his friends the conſolation 
of a better account. He was ſubjected to 
theſe inconveniences, by lying in the houſe 
of Dr. Kirtop, an Engliſhman, and a 
catholic.. I hope to hear from you ſoon,

French ſhip bound for Marcelliz ; of 
which I ſhould: have ſent a oofly, but was 
prevented by a fever, which commonly

laſts two days, and is called a gooſe, and no 


ſtranger eſcapes it once in three or four 
months after his Arrival here. Our voyage, 


through our own imprudence, ſeemed to 


lour on us with a threatening aſpect. We 
left Cyprus on the 12th of March, about 
noon, and in two days found ourſelves 
about fourteen leagues off, and within fight 


of the cape of Scanderoon. Here we 


were quite becalmed, and the land in theſe 


parts appearing very high, it ſeemed to the 
maſter and mariners (who were never there 


before) to be within twenty miles, though

a Greek pilot, who was aboard, aſſured 
us it was forty, but he was not believed, 
As I had ſome buſineſs required à quick 
diſpatch for this place, myſelf and ons - 
other paſſenger, and five. mariners, rogk to, 
the boat, thinking to be aſhore in three or 
four hours at Scanderoon. We tock ag 
proviſions, but luckily the failors had taken 
with them ſome hard biſket- and cheeſes 
one hottle of wine, and ſome beer. We 
left the ſhip about eight o'clock, and hay- 
ing rowed about four leagues, there ay 
a breeze off the ſhore right againſt us, ſo 
that we were glad to make into the ſhare, 
which with much difficulty we gained, and 
chen, to gaſe che boat, and recreateourſalyes, | 
we landed, and walked a good while by the 
ſea fide ; when coming to a bay, to aygid 
ing about, we ſtruck. up into the woods, 
where for ſome time we followed à blind 
path, which brought us to a riynlet about 
Enes deep, which we waged over, and a 
little farther came to a pretty large and. 
ſwift riyer, which we could not ford, fo 
were forced to return by the Way we came. 
We found our boat at the river's mouth, 
N 2 where 


— 
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where was excellent water, with which 
we filled our bottles. It waz now four 
0 clock in the afternoon, when we once 
more embarked, and rowed cloſe j in by the 


ſhore; till it had been night near an hour, 


and was quite dark; when we flung out 
dür Fraplings, intending to lie by till the 
moon riſe, which was about midnight, 
and then we intended t to make towards ſome 
lights, *which we fa at a great diſtance. 
In the mean time we had nothing to cover 
us, hor any thing to ſtrike fire with ; but 
being under the weather ſhore, and much 
fatigued, welaidour heads under the bench, 


and contented ourſelves, as well as we 


could, hoping by morning to reach Scande- 


roon: but with the moon aroſe ſuch a bluſ- 


tering wind, that we dared not ſtir. In 
the morning we began to examine our pro- 


viſions, and found, if we ſtaid in the boat, 


being ſeven of us, and the wind ſhould 


continue, we muſt be all ſtarved ; where- 
fore at day light, Mr. Hunt (the other 


paſſenger) and myſelf went on ſhore, in- 
tending to make to the firſt houſe we could 
ſce, for victuals; and, as $ the day before, fo 

now 
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now, we ſtruck up into the woods to ſhorten 
our way, where we took now one path and 
then another, and after two or three hours 
walking came to à ne plus ultra; for the 
woods were ſo. thick, that though there 


were paths, yet there was no paſſing them. 


Now were we diſtreſſed irideed | Fain would 
we have made towards the fea, but-could 
not paſs; gladly would we have got to the 


hills on the right hand, but the woods for- 


bid it; nay, amongſt all this wood, there 
was not a tree to get upon to look about, 
for they were ſtrong buſhes and brambles; 
and they moſt-ſharp and troubleſome ; but 
it was not the time for us to be idle, there- 
fore we tried all ways through buſhes and 
waters; and after much toil, at laſt, hap -; 
pened on a fortunate way that brought us 
within fight of the ſea. We went down 
to the ſhore, and ſaw ſeveral ſykes (which 


are ſmall veſſels of this country) riding a 


great way off ſhore, and their lights were 
thoſe we ſaw the night before, but we 
could ſee never a ſhip, which made us 
doubt if Scanderoon was thereabouts. 
"ane to do, we knew not; but, as we had 

1 N 3 the 
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mme day before us, we reſolved to proceed z 
and if we could find no houſe,” to return 


and get on board one of theſe fykes., Wo 
had walked about half à mile — the 
ſnore, when we came to à Turkiſh tomb, 
which rejoiced us much, as by that inha- 
bitants could not be far off, I immediatly 
got upon the tomb, and eſpied a man afar 
off; as I thought on horſeback.  - We:made 
haſtily towards him, and perceived he 
moved to meet us. Whilſt we were yet a 
good diſtante from him, we doubted if he 
wad nota wild Arab, as we could diſtern 
his black ſaſh ; but coming nearer we found 
he: was a Greek upon a mule, He told us 
Scanderoon was but juſt before, here we 
arrived about ten o'clock, after two or 
three miles walking ; and the wind ere | 
about noon the boat came in. 


Our 0 without the thip made 8 
e at whoſe. houſe we lodged, 
wonder much; and when we told him of 
our journey, it increaſed his admiration ; 
for in this country no Frank travels with- 


out a 8 and, had we met wich 
Turks, 
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Turks, who could have overpowered us, 
the beſt that cquld: haye befel us, would 
have been a large ſum of money for our 
ranſom. It was Tueſday after dinner ere 
the ſhip got in. On Wedneſday I ſet for- 
ward fon Aleppo, where I arrived on the 
Friday noon after, without any thing hap- 
pening that is worth writing. Adieu.

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Tur: news of theſe parts can be of 
little entertainment to any one at 
this time in England; yet I write, in 
compliance with your own deſire, and I 
will not apologize for it, as I have no doubt 
but you are as glad to hear from me as I 


am from you. 


I have, as you defired, diligently en- 
quired among the people of this country, 
and of the beſt interpreters, but I cannot 
underſtand an Engliſh or Italian name for 
that the Arabs uſe in dying their horſes 
tails ; but I will ſend ſome of it by the 
Eagle, which fails in about a month. The 
17th of June entered this town Mahumed, 
baſſa of Damaſcus, made grand vizir, and 
going for Conſtantinople. During his ſtay 

here, 
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here, he gave audience to our Conſul; who 
urged compliance with the Hotto-ſheriff 
for the taking off the cuſtom of money. 
His anſwer was dilatory, deſiring he might 
the next day ſee. the articles of capĩtulation, 
In he PEI for Stambole in the N 
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of the nation with - myſelf, undertook a 
journey to Antioch. We went! firſt to 
Scanderoon,. and from thence: directly to 
Antioch, . having prepared our way by 
ſeveral handſome® preſents; and we had 
licence from the Aga of the place to ſee 
the town. Time, that undermines: all 
earthly foundations, has almoſt rendered 
this once famous city to exiſt only in fame; 
the remains being but bare ruins ; the 
ſtone walls are entirely ſtanding, about fix 
miles in compals, and are indeed very 
noble. It is ſeated upon the ſide of a hill, 
and below it runs the river Orontes. We 
could heat no news of that famous Daph- 
nean, whereof writers make ſo much men- 
tion as a moſt delightful place, whither 
the Roman emperors uſed often to repair; 
and 


* 
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ind to this houſe of debauchery-(far ſuch 
it was) one of the high prieſts of the {je 
repaired for ſanctuary, but was ; betrayed 
out of it, and ſlain, (a juſt judgment of 
God.) The ſtory, I think, you have in the 
Maccabees ; it was about four miles from 
Antioch, but the leaſt remains of it cannot 
now be found. We ſaw the ruins of ſeveral | 
Chriſtian churches ;/ one famous for St. 
Peter's baptizing in it; I think it 
agrees with- eccleſiaſtical hiſtory. This 
church is built caſt and weſt; and the altar 
is at the eaſt end. We diſcoyered in it 
feveral defaced pictures, but could not ſay 
what they were. At one corner is a place 
that might well have been a baptiſtery, 
which always ſprings up with freſh water, 
as faſt as emptied. One of our company, an 
ingenious gentleman, and a traveller, per- 
ſuaded himſelf that he diſcovered heathen 
temples; and indeed the buildings were 
not like any Chriſtian churches, yet might 
ſeem places of devotion- All within the 
walls is garden, except ane corner, where 
the prefenttown ſtands, inhabited by Turks 
and Chriſtians, if they may be 0 os

country aboumded with ſtately and venerable 
ruins, which every three or four hours

| ſpeak ſtrange things, concerning his living 
ba a pillar: ſixteen years, never ſtirting off 
it; and the Chriſtians of the country tell 
this ridiculous ſtory, in which they are 
very; peremptory, and it is with them the 
thirteeath: article of their creed, That his 
townimen of Antioch coming to importune 
him to 4 more ſociable life, he proved

tetly. I have not heard from vpn for fix 
months, and it muſt now: be three more 
ere I can: judge then, if I can have pa- 
tience? I will make my continual claim, 
leſt you ſhould, plead preſcription to far- 
get me. I expect your next ſtop will be to 
forbid this my devotion; but I truſt you 
will conſult your own excellent diſpoſition, 
and I doubt not but I ſhall enjoy the effects 
of it.

(like that mean; ſpirited fellow of whom 
Tacitus ſpeaks, that he neither conſtantly 
kept his fidelity, nor ſtoutly maintained 
his tteaſdn.)

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I bad a pretty ſtory the other day from a 
Perfian merchant, that the Jews, there 
have been wreſted out of their religion, 
and in this manner : The king of Perſia 
having found, that a long time fince, they 
promiſed, (which promiſe was publicly 
regiſtered by kis predeceffors,) that if their 
Meſſiah came not in ſeventy years, they 
would embrace the Turkiſh religion, and 
the time being now elapſed, has forced 
them to a compliance throughout his 
dominions, 


I hear you have had a plot; I conceive 
that of the Quakers ; and indeed, if one tho- 
roughly conſider the poſſible conſequence 
of their increaſing, as they are faid to do, 
the Lord Protector may well be apprehen- 
ſive of them ; they ſeem to be much of a 
feather with thoſe Anabaptiſts in Germany, 
and if the end of their proceedings hold the 
proportion of their 3 they may 
prove as formidable.

1 WRITE to you with greater courage, 
as I hear you are now a mathematician» 
and as ſuch draw a great many idle lines, 


ſo may the better excuſe mine. As I have 


none of your letters to anſwer a-new, 1 
ſhall- make ſome little reflection on your 
old ones; and as to your queſtions, you 
muſt ſatisfy yourſelf with this ſorry ac- 
count: the Turks grand prophet left four 
apoſtles for the propagation of the religion, 
Oſman, Ali, Sherafadin, and Oſmer ; theſe 
compoſed two books, the one called Cu- 
ram, the other Suna, or rather Suni, 
which fignifies the Believer ; and both theſe 
books being inſtitutions of their religion, 
are in higher eſteem amongſt them than 
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the Alcoran, containing more ſenſe and 
more excellent precepts of morality, The 
firſt of them is found in a kind of monaſ- 
tery three days journey off, which the 
Turks have worn bare with devotional 
kiſſes. There is little ſign of the Arabian 
learning in theſe parts, the ſcenes of their 
famous learned men being Africa and Spain, 
when the Moors poſſeſſed it, who had three 
univerſities there, and one at Morocco. 
Thoſe that have travelled Barbary ſay, that 
to this day there remain weſtigias of the 
ſame, and that there, as they are more 
learned, fo they are more devout : there 
they are much converſant in their writings, 
and can give a better account of them, than 
any in theſe parts, for the Afiatic Turks 
were ever meanly learned. The art of 
making damaſcens is ſlipt into the number 
of the vel era deperdita, as the Tyrian pur- 
ple, &c. thoſe found hereabouts are in 
great eſteem, and the goodneſs of the ſteel 
near Damaſcus, contributed much to their 
excellent quality, for with that they could 
tempor better than with any other. The 
e e are the pooreſt things ima- 

ginable; 
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ginable ; the arrows, indeed, might ſervo 
for a muſter to our fletchers, the iron being 
more ſubſtantial, and bound into the wood, 
but in the Turk's ſhooting, much conſiſts 
in the arm. It is a ſtory I believe familiar 
to you, how Godfrie of Bouillon, hearing 
ſtrange wonders told of a ſcymiter, pro- 
cured it ; but being angry it did not anſwer 
his expectation, ſome one bid him ſend 
for the arm too, intimating, that ſuperior 
ſtrength was the chief cauſe of its mighty 
deeds. A ſmall diſtance from town there 
is a very long pole ſet up far higher than 
any of our may-poles, at the top is fixed a 
piece of wood, about a peck broad or leſs: 
I aw an Indian place three arrows ſuc- 
ceſſively in this board, his horſe running 
full ſpeed. 


I will now tell you of a journey I lately 
took with the Conſul : we viſited ſeveral 
towns of note, and two famous caſtles 
upon the Euphrates, one of them at Bir, 
(which ſignifiesone in the Turkiſh language, 
called fo, becauſe the river is more entire 
and large at that place. This caſtle was 


O 3 never 
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nevet permitted t to be ſeen by Freink's be- 
fore; it is a vaſt building, and ſeems in- 


vincible; it was, ſince my coming to Alep- 
po, beſieged by the Baſſa, but he might as 


well have attempted an impoſſibility, as 


this. We rode a whole day along the river 
Euphrates on Meſapotamia fide, and judg- 
ed its breadth little leſs than that of the 
Thames about London-bridge. Tis of an 
incredible ſwiftneſs, and you muſt not 
believe Heylin in the third book, page 


130, where he faith, © goods are n 


from Babylon up the water to Aleppo;“ 
but you may in page 143, where he men- 


tions the Euphrates of ſuch ſwiftneſs, that 
thoſe who go from Bir to Bagdat are fain 


to ſell their boats, and come back on 


foot, 


At Bir we had an houſe aſſigned us by 


the Beg of the place, on the river ſide, 


where, night and morning, we ſaw the 


country people paſs from one ſhore to the 
other upon goats ſkins blown up with wind, 
ſetting aſtride on them, with their cloaths 


about their ſhoulders. | The river affords 
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the very beſt of fiſh: I had almoſt forgot, 
that in Bir caſtle, we ſaw a fantaſtic anti- 
que armory, all enveloped in cobwebs, 
and conſiſting of bows, arrows, and ſlings, 
of ſuch monſtrous ſizes, that I dare not 
ſpeak them to you, for fear I tempt you to 
diſbelieve me, but one time or other I will 
aſſault your faith. In the mean time, I 
know I have exceeded the bounds of a 
letter, which I truſt your friendſhip will 
excuſe. Adieu, my friend, adieu. |

] Am ſhipt hither at laſt, el any wu | 
gers. From Aleppo I gave you a hint 
of my reſolutions to come towards this 
place; what I ſaw conſiderable were Maſ- 
fis, the ruins of Mopſueſtia, mentioned 
as I think, by Pliny, and whereof Theo- 
dorus was once biſhop and Konie, Iconium 
in Lycaonia, the ſeat of the Caramanian 
kings, whoſe ſepulchres are now ſhewn. 
The walls are old; it is full of inſcriptions, 
and the Roman eagle, broken ſtatues, &c. 
Beſides theſe, we ſaw Ladick, or Laodi- 
cea ; Achſhaar, or Antioch in Piſidia, and 
Nice of the council. We paſſed little elſe 
remarkable in our way. I ſaw thouſands 


of fair inſcriptions, hut wanted time, and 
. {ſkill 
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ſkilf' to copy many of chem; however, 1 
hays font ſeveral to a friend here, and if 
he commend them, - yow ſhalF have a fight 
of them. Vour ſtory of the inchanted 
ſtone at Tripoly, by what I can learn upon 
_ diligent enquity, or for hat I know, 
who was eight days upon the place, is an 
unheard- of curioſity. Vour queſtion con- 
cerning the Dead Sea, I can now give 
ſame anſwer to, as I have lately ſeen a 
perſon who came over it from Jeruſalem. 
He ſays, when he came to the Dead Sea, 
every one was deſirous to be ſatisfied of the 
truth of what hiſtorians write concerning 
it: for that purpoſe, himſelf, and ſome” 
others, tripped themſelves of their cloaths, 
and ventured in, and found it was impoſſible 
for a man to fink in that water, it is fo 
groſs. He ſwam to an iſland at ſome diſ- 
tance, upon encouragement from ſome fri- 
ars, that he ſhould find ſome ruins there- 
abouts, but could perceive none. I fancy 
I ſhall ſoon reviſit Europe, which will be 
an additional pleaſure, as I ſhall there en- 
joy your preſence, to whom my ſoul is

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united by the ſtrongeſt ties of friendſhip 
and gratitude.

ARRIVED at Livorno the 6th inſtant, 


and immediately ſet out in a felucca for 


Genoa, together with three Engliſhmen. 
The wind not proving favourable, I pre- 
vailed on my companions to take horſe, 
when we had failed 'about thirty miles, 
wherein we were very fortunate, for our 
felucca was afterwards boarded and ſearched 
by a brigantine of Majorca, who makes it 
his buſineſs to look out for paſſengers French 
or Engliſh. From Genoa I went for 
Niſſa, and touched at Monaca, a little prin- 
cipality of about three miles extent; the 
chief town is well fortified, and garriſoned 
with French. The prince, with much 


pride, ſhews his palace to ſtrangers. It 


is well furniſhed with argentaria, pic- 
tures, 


wo 
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tures, and the like. From Niſſa I went 
by land to Marſeilles, and took St. Maxi- 
mine and St. Baume in my way; the latter, 
a hole in the top of a rock, where Mary 
Magdalene did ſeveral years penance; the 
former à monaſtery,” where they ſhew her 
ſkull, and ſeveral other relicks. They are 
places of the greateſt reſort to pilgrims, of | 
any in Chriſtendom, except Loretto, At 
this monaſtery, I met 'a young Engliſh 
friar, a novice, and ſon of obedience. - He 
told me, he was there whetting: his ſword, 
*till his ſuperiors ſhould command him into 
England, where I hope he may obtain 
vrhat he merits; a halter. From Marſeilles 
1 journied to Salon, which is about twenty 
miles; here I ſaw the tomb of the famous 
French prophet Noſtradamus: his works I 
have ſren; every line is an independant 
riddle ; it may be ſaid of them, as of the 
oracles of the Sybils, that they are ſown 
at random in | the- large: field of time, 
there to take root, and get credit by event, 
as theſe have done. For example, when 
the French took Aras, this verſe was found 
in Noftradamus; Les heretters des crapaux 


 « prenderont 
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prenderont Sara. By the heirs of the toads 
is meant the French, (the three toads being 
their arms before the flower de lis). Sara 
you muſt read backwards, and the thing is 
done. Upon our king's death, they found 
this verſe ; & ſenuat de Londreſs metteront' a 
mort Je roy; and upon Cromwell's ſucceſs 
in Flanders, this, Les Obvier ſe plantera m 
terre firme, ſhall get footing on the conti- 
nent; he died ninety- tx years ſince. 


At Lyons I met with an Engliſh gen- 
tleman, one Mr. Felton, with whom. I 
kept company to Moulin : he had been 
but two years in France, which time he 
ſpent in ſtudying to forget Engliſh, and to 
learn French; the firſt of which he had 
pretty well accompliſhed, for he made fuch 
fritters of the Engliſh words, that I was 
forced to intreat him to ſpeak French; that 
I might underſtand him. 


At Moulin I ſaw two things worthy re- 
mark, one an excellent piece of. ſculpture, 
the tomb of the laſt duke of Momorancie, 
who was Cheated into a rebellion by cardi- 

nal 
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nal Richelieu, and afterwards beheaded': 
his tomb was built by his wife, who lives 
inan adjoining er g 


During my flay at Paris I have ſeen no- 
thing, but what we ſaw together ſome time 
ſince, except the famous church of St. 
Dennis, which they call the treaſury of 
France, containing relicks of great value. 
They tell us of ſo many faints buried there 
as will ſurely make it a church triumphant. 
It is here ſaid, there has been much ſhuf- 
fling and. cutting in England, and we do 
not underſtand what, or who is turned up 


In a few days I ſhall ſet out for England, 
where, if I have the good fortune to paſs 


the remainder of my days near you, it will 


abundantly recompence the fatigues and 
_ dangers I have undergone. With this, and 


every wiſh for your * and .

THE aſſiſtance I have contributed to-

2 Hill's 
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Hill's School of Skill, which is an old book, 
meerly introductoty toaſtronomy ; and Hur- 
vey's Philoſophy, whereof that Dr. Harvey, 
you knew, was not the author; but a 
young man of ſmall reputation, and this 
treatiſe. has not increaſed it in the leaſt. 
Of late the moſt curious piece printed 
with us is Bochart De'Ser. Anim. in two 
vols. this time of the year having leaſt trade 
of that kind. In winter will come forth 
Dr. Willis De Morbis Capitis; Dr. Merret, 
of the Natural Hiſtory of England, Br. 
Power Expts. Mirraſc. Magn. &c. and Mr. 
Hooke's Expts. Micreſc. That Gabriel 
Plat, you enquire after, died ſome years 
ago a very poor man; he was one that un- 
dertook what he could not perform, and 
ſo was not credited in thoſe things which 
he really could.

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I ſhall procure the model to ſend you: but 
that other engine of motion, mentioned in 
a little book A. D. 1651, is kept as a ſe- 
cret by the inventor. It works by the 
ſtrength of a man's hands, and in practice 
has performed much; and was ſent to Bar- 
badoes to be applied to the ſugar-works 
there, but miſcarried by the way. The 
name of the new ſociety, of which you 
have heard, I ſhall juſt mention, The 
title, by which the king has incorporated 
them, is, the Royal Society for improving of 
Knowledge, which intimates their general 
deſign. There will ſhortly be publiſhed an 
account of their laws, methods, deſigns, 
&c. and,: in the mean time, they meet 
every Wedneſday; and, upon any experi- 
ment then made, diſcourſe briefly, and not 
in the French way of harangue. Mr. 
Boyle is a perſon ſomewhat ſickly, and ta- 
ken up with many affairs, ſo that he much 
declines foreign correſpondence ; but I 
think to engage ſome other learned perſon 
to entertain you. That you will give me 
an account of your inventions, experiments,
